— The Lawyers and Phari- 
ſees (like the ſelf-righteous i in our day) could 
by no means away with the doctrine which 
Chriſt ſo expreſsly taught, namely, that ſin- 
ners are to be ſaved, not by works of righ- 
teouſneſs which they have done, but of God's 
free mercy, and by the imputation of the 
righteouſneſs of another Even the righteouſ-

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neſs of Immanuel, called in Scripture, ce the 
righteouſneſs of God (1). „his was too 


humbling 2 doctrine to be admitted. It 


piqued their pride. It gave offence; —ſuch 


offence, that they formed ſchemes againſt the 
life of © the Prince of Peace (2).” They 


ſet men to entangle him in his ſpeech, that 
ſo they might find an occaſion to put him to 
death With ſome ſuch views (I humbly 


- preſume, rather than boldly aſſert) the lawyer 


aſked him, What ſhall I do, that I may in- 
herit eternal life?” Our Saviour, inſtead of 


giving him a direct anſwer, refers him to the 


law: „ What is written in the law? how 
readeſt thou? And he anſwering, ſaid, Thou 
ſhalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 


heart, and with all thy ſoul, and with all 


thy ſtrength, and with all thy mind; and 
thy neighbour as thyſelf (3).“ A _ Jeſus then 
Laid, e Thou haſt anſwered right; this do, 


ſhaped according to hee? Lauper 8 eee 
He ſought eternal life by the works of the 
law, Which he could not fulfil; Chriſt there- 
fore refers vis conſcience to * law, which

where's the power? Who can perform eve- 
ry tittle of this law, which is holy, juſt, and 
good (1) ?“ It is to a perfect, unſinning o- 
bedience only, the promiſe is annexed: . and 
thou ſhalt live.“ No one, naturally engen- 
dered of the offspring of Adam, ever did, or 
ever can, thus fulfil the law. © Every 
mouth -muſt be ſtopped,” and all the world 
| plead guilty before God (2). Why then 
did our Saviour refer him to the law? It could 
not be, that he might by his obedience to it, 
entitle himſelf to the favour of God, and pro- 
cure for himſelf a right to challenge the king- 
dom of heaven. This would have been im- 

poſlible for him, as it is for any of the fallen 
| ſons of Adam to acquire. Rather, our Saviour 
thus ſets the purity, ſpirituality, and extent of 
the divine law before him, that ſeeing. how 
far ſhort he came of obedience to it, like 
Paul, he might fay, I through the law, am 
dead to the law.” Dead to all bis unſcrip-

He ſaw not himſelf as a condemned criminal, 
as a tranſgreſſor of that law which requi- 
reth perfection, and denounces a curſe upon 
every offender (2.) Hence he had no deſire 
to be found in any other righteouſneſs than 
his own. © He was willing to juſtify him - 
ſelf,” and therefore aſks further, And who 
is my neighbour (3)?” The Phariſees counted 
no man their neighbour, but their friends 
and countrymen. This notion our Lord con- 
futes by the parable of a poor man, who, in 
his journey from FJeruſalgm to Jericho, fell a- 
mong thieves, who ſtripped him of his rai- 
ment, and wounded him, and departed; 
leaving him half .dead.—Soon after this cala- 
mitous accident, a Prieft happens to come a-

May the Lord ſhine upon us this day, and ac- 
company the weak word with his bleſſing 
May he raiſe up in power what may be fown 
in weakneſs; and grant that neither I may 
peak, nor you may hear in vain! 


I. I am to open and explain the parable.— 
Thus it begins: A certain. man went down 
from Feruſalem to Fericho, and fell among 
thieves, which ſtripped him of his raiment, 
and wounded him, and departed, leaving him 
half dead (1).” From Feruſalem to Fericho 
was a down-hill journey indeed ! A hvely, 
but awful, repreſentation of the fall! By this 
certain man, we may conſider our firſt parent 
Adam. Adam the repreſentative of all man- 
kind, who in his ſtate of innocence dwelt in 
the moſt delectable paradiſe, where peace 
reigned. Here, he had his power and righ- 
teouſneſs in his own hands, But his power 
he ſoon loſt, and his righteouſneſs he ſoon 
forfeited. The devil and his angels, thoſe 
arch-thieves, tempted him, and tempted not 
in vain, to eat the forbidden fruit. Hereby 
they ſtripped him of the raiment of innocence, 
and not only him, but all his wretched off-

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ſpring. Thus thole thieves drew Adam inte 


fin, and ſtripped him of his garment, robbed 
him of his righteouſneſs, in which his ſoul 
had hitherto appeared in purity, immaculate 
purity before God. They obliterated that 
glorious image in which he was made, even 
the image or ene of God. — Further: They 
not only ſtripped him of his ſpotleſs robe — 
but they wounded him. They wounded his 
conſcience with the dreadful ſtabs of ſin. So 
many and numerous were the ſtabs made by 
ſin, that the evangelical prophet tells us; 
From the ſole of the foot, even unto the 
crown of the head, there is no ſoundneſs in 
it; but wounds, and bruiſes, and putrifying 
ſores (1).” They wounded his body, faith 


an excellent divine, with thoſe pains and 


- diſeaſes, which bring it down to the duſt; 
from whence it was taker; and they wound- 


ed his ſoul in all its faculties, his underſtand- 


ing with darkneſs, his will with a vicious 
| choice, and his affections with worldly-mind- 
edneſs, ſo that he placed his love upon the 
creature, inſiead of the Creator; they wound- 


ed his conſcience with guilt,. and with fear 


of death and hell.” And in this miſerable 
condition they left him. © They departed,”

ſays the Evangeliſt, “ and left him half 

dead (1).” That is, dead in foul, and dying 
in body, without any life of grace, or ability 
to recover himſelf to any moral good. Dead 
to God, and ſpiritual things ;—alive only to 
lin. Here he muſt have remained for any 
thing he could do to recover himſelf. —The 
ſoul was dead, (and dead things cannot act) 
dead in treſpaſſes and fins (2), and the 
body was quickly to return to duſt (3).— 
Whulſt thus he lay, a ſpectacle of woe, by 
chance there came down. a certain Prieſt that 
way; and when he ſaw him, he paſſed by on 
the other ſide (4).” Miſerable comforter in- 
deed ! Who was this prieſt? we may conſider 
it as the patriarchal» diſpenſation which took 
place from Adam to Moſes, under which the 
firſt-born was prieſt, and had a right to offer 
up the appointed ſacrifices; but theſe could 
not take away ſin, or give life to the ſinner. 
In vain arg all the offerings and prayers of ten 
thouſand prieſts; in vain the fat of flain 
beaſts, and the blood of lambs, and goats, 
and calves of a year old, when offered to take 
away the ſinner's fin, and to reſtore him to 
his former happy ſtate to the favour and

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image of his Maker (1). © And likewiſe a 
Levite, when he was at the place came and 


looked on him, and paſſed by on the other 
ſide (2).”

nearer than the Prieſt. He takes an atten- 


tive ſurvey of the caſe. His motions ſeem to 
bid fair to forebode aſſiſtance. But he pro- 
ceeds no further. His help ends with look- 
ing on. The Levite may be conſidered as 


the ceremonial law, a type and figure of better 
things to come, therefore but looked upon 


him, and paſſed by on the other fide, being 
unable by any of the legal rites and ceremonies 


to raiſe apoſtate men to his primitive righ- 
teouſneſs, innocence, and perfection. ls not 
the caſe of this poor man really deplorable ? 


None eye pitied him to have compaſſion on 


him; but, caſt out into the open field to the 


n of his perſon, he lies polluted in his 


blood (3) O my friends, deplorable as this 


caſe is, it is the ſtate of you and me, and of 
every one naturally engendered of the off- 
ſpring of Adam *; till the Lord paſs by us in 
a time of love, and with power bid us live; ; 


live to his glory, and our ſoub's falva- 


tion (4): —But what became of the poor

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man a to periſh? Did he really periſh? 
No: Wonder, O Heavens! ſing and rejoice, 
O Earth! Here's love that ſurpaſſeth know- 
ledge . now come to the ſweeteſt part 
of the parable ; to that part which carries 
joy and pleaſantneſs along with it. We have 

e ſeen, under the character of the poor 
Dan which fell among thieves, Adam; and, 
in him, all Mankind in a moſt pitiable condi- 
tion: ſick, and without gordials hungry, 
and without nouriſhment ;—ſtarving, and 
without a covering ;—in a word, ready to 
periſh, —But a friend, clad with power and 
replete with love comes that way. A cer- 
tain Samaritan as he journeyed came where 
he was (1).” Samaritan ſignifies a fecper, and 
here we may view the Keeper of Iſrael, whoſe 
compaſhons fail not : ** For when he faw 


him he had compaſſion on him (2).” His 


love, ſays a pious divine, diſpoſed him to 
uſe his power for the ſinner's recovery. He 
was Almighty, and he reſolved to uſe his Al- 
mighty power to heal him. He went up to 
him and applied the balm of Gilead. He 
bound up his wounds, pouring in oil and 
wine (3).“ Wine, the eſtabliſhed type of 
the moſt precious blood of the Lamb of God;

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was obedient even unto death, his obedienc 
and ſufferings could want nothing to rende

and oil, the known emblem of the ſalutary 


influence of the Holy Spirit: Pour theſe into 


the deepeſt and moſt dangerous wounds of 


ſin, and they will infallibly. work a perfect 


cure: for the blood has a divine virtue to 
heal, being appointed and ordained of God 
for that very purpoſe. It cleanſeth us, wy» 
one who had experienced _ virtue, and by 
cleanſing healeth us from all an (1 ). And no 


wonder; bec gde it is the blood of God. He, 


0 thed it, was God and man united in one 
Chriſt, and therefore it had infinite-and di- 


vine merit, - And when he ſtood in the place 
of finners, obeyed and ſuffered for them, and 


them as ſatisfactory as the law and juſtice of 


the Father could require; becauſe his blood 


had virtue as a releaſe to diſcharge believers 
from all the pains and penalties to which they 
were ſubje& for their ſins, and as a purchaſe 
to put them in poſſeſſion of their forfeited 
eſtate. * The apoſtle deſcribes its operating, 
as a releaſe, when he ſays of it, © that we 
have redemption through! his blood, even the 
forgiveneſs of ſins (2),” and as a purchaſe, 
when he ſays, © that Chriſt, having waſhed

Thus, my brethren, I have preſumed. to 
apply this parable to a ſpiritual meaning. 
And is it not replete with inſtruction in hu- 
mility, and big with conſolation? It muſt 
bring glad tidings to the awakened inner, 
who has got a ſight of the exceeding ſinful - 
neſs of ſin, who has mourned under the 
grievous remembrance of guilt, and felt 
the burden of it to be intolerable 4.” Say, 

then, my brethren, has this ever been your 
caſe ? Have you been brought to ſee yourſelves 
in the ſtate of, the man who. went down to 
Jericho, and fell among thieves? Have you 
ſcen your loſt wretched condition, both on 
account of original and actual guilt? And 
have you ſeen the inability of every human 
help; found all phyſicians to be of no. value, 
_ fave Jeſus Chriſt, the only phyſician of ſouls; 
and have you experienced the efficacy of his 
healing balm? Then will you have a low 
mean opinion of yourſelves, and Chriſt will

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be precious, yea, altogether lovely it in your 
ſight.

Or do you deny the charge brought againſt 


you, namely, that you, and every child of 


Adam are in this miſerable ſtate by nature, 
and can do no more for their recovery, than

veller deſcribed in the parable ? I grant, this 
is very degrading to human dignity very 
humbling to the ſelf- important creature, man, 
that he ſhould be wholly indebted to another 
for his ſabvation.—* But ſcripture hath con- 
cluded all under fin, that the promiſe by faith 
of Jeſus Chriſt might be given to them that 
believe (1).”

through the world (3), that poor diſeaſed ſouls 
might be carried in the chariot of his ever- 
laſting arms to heaven.—Doth not this 
ſurpaſſing love call for all our gratitude ? 
„ What ſhall we render unto the Lord for 
all his benefits (3)? How ſhall we teſtify 
our love of, and thankfulneſs to our good 
Samaritan ? By ſhewing that his © love con- 
ſtraineth us (5)” to do his will, who com- 
mandeth us to Go and do likewiſe (6).”

As to you who imagine there is any merit

reſt not on theſe performances: They will 
prove to be a rotten foundation. You pro- 
feſs yourſelves members of the Church of 
England? Read her XIIIth Artiele. In her 
Wonted evangelical train, ſhe writes thus; 
„ Works done before the grace of Chriſt, 
and the inſpiration of his ſpirit, are. not plea- 
{ant to God, foraſmuch as they ſpring not of 
faith in Jeſu Chriſt.” If you value yaurſelves 
upon your charitable works, or other per- 
formances, you ſet up for your on ſaviours, 
* Chriſt will profit you nothing (1).“ But 
let me not here be miſunderſtood. , I do not 
here mean to ſuperſede the neceſſity of good 
and charitable works. Only, I would have 
them to keep their proper places, and not to 
uſurp my Saviour's crown, who wall not 
ſhare his glory with another (2).—I join in 
hand and heart with our excellent 'Church, 
when ſhe ſays, © Albeit that good works, 
which are the fruits of faith, and follow after

2 manner, that in that day of his power, “ we are

to many. When our Saviour told his follow- 
ers, no man can come unto me, except it 
were given him of my Father. From chat 
time many of his diſciples went back, and 
walked no more with him (i). They could 
not bear to have the altar of their free- will 
pride, the Baal of their ſelf ſufficiency, pulled 
down. Therefore, they turned their backs 
of Chriſt, and of the doctrines of free ſove- 
reign grace. And will ye alſo go away (2)?” 
Will you turn from Chriſt, and look to 
ſomething elſe to ſome inherent virtue or 
power of your own to merit your recovery, 
and to reinſtate you in the favour of God? 
Be not ſuch ſelf-deceiyers! Know you not that 
& Chriſt only hath the words of eternal 
life (3)? My heart's defire to God is, that 
you may be ſaved—ſaved in che Lord with | 
perfect ſalvation, The Searcher of hearts 
knows, that it is for this end I have uſed ſuch 
plainneſs of ſpeech, namely, that being con- 
vinced of your want of the divine life, and 
convinced that you can do nothing to recover 
it, you may apply to Chriſt for it as a free 
gift. May I, then, my brethren, Ar 25

received the word with all readineſs of mind,

May I prevail up- 
on you alſo, to examine your own hearts, 
(and that not lightly after the manner of diſ- 
ſemblers) and then you will find abundant 
_ cauſe to confeſs with our church; © In our- 
ſelves (as of ourſelves) we find nothing where- 
by we may be delivered from this miſerable 
captivity, into the which we are caſt, through 
the envy of the devil, by breaking of God's 


5 commandment in our firſt parent Adam. We 
are all become unclean; but we are not able 


to cleanſe ourſelves, nor make one another of 
us clean. We are by nature the children of 


God's wrath; but we are not able to make 


ourſelves the children and inheritors of God's 

glory *.” A thorough conviction of our na- 
tural depravation, and of our inability to re- 
cover ourſelves, is abſolutely neceſſary; for 
till then we ſhall never heartily apply to Jeſus 
Chriſt the great phyſician of fouls. We can 
never be too often reminded, into what a de- 
plorable ſtate fin hath brought us, .for it is 
under a conviction of this truth, we ſhall look 
out for a remedy. Paul, in his unconverted

ſtate, thought himſelf blameleſs (1), and in a

his vain hopes, and ſelf righteous pleas. He 
then found his ſtrength to be infancy itſelf, 


and that power and falvation belongeth unto 
the Lord (3). 


Have you, my brethren, thus ſeen your- 
ſelves? Have you ſeen your guilt, and felt 
your inability to recover yourſelves, without 
God's ſpecial grace? Have you found your 
helpleflneſs, and applied to Jeſus Chriſt for the 
free-gift of his divine life? Then you can ſet 
to your ſeal to the truth of what has been ſpo- 
ken. You will experimentally know what 
ſuch ſcriptures as theſe mean. Ve were 
ſometimes darkneſs, but now are ye light 4 in 

the Lord, Giving thanks unto the Father, 
which hath made us meet partakers of the 
inheritance of the ſaints" in light: who hath 
delivered us from the power of darkneſs, and
